ROBERT MAHEU reported to be in Tucson, Arizona, during first 
part of April, i960. Attorneys JAJJES J. ARDITTO, Los Aisles, 
California, and (^^SON ,BAUTg^^ys»aF , Rills, California, 
to whom telephone toll calls were charged to MAHEU* a hotel 
room at Kenilworth Hotel, Miami Beach, Florida, in October, 
i960, stated they were acquainted with MAHEU but both deny 
any participation In or knowledge of a wire tap on D^N ROWAN'S 
telephone. DffN ROWAN on reintervlew stated that he nas never 
met SAMUEL GIANCANA and never knew of him until an officer of 
Clark County Sheriff's Office mentioned the name to him in 
latter part of October, i960; that he has no information that 
GIANCANA is connected with Instant wire tap, and that PHYLLIS 
MC GUIRE, wh^RQMAf^alan^jomarry, knew of no suspects in 1 
thlB case.

Inasmuch as MAHEU 
conducts Investigations for HOWARD HUGHES. 





ARDITTO recalled that he last saw MAHEU on December 23, 
I960, at the Beverly Wilshlre Hotel In Beverly Hills, at which 
time MAHEU was accompanied by GREG BAUTZER.
